It is a peculiar and remarkable fact that among the 
sticklebacks the hatching is done by the male, and not 
the female fish.

For many days in succession the little animal, whose 
energy and perseverance are truly worthy of admira- 
tion, collects its material, which consists of loose stalks, 
plant-shreds, root-fibres, and grass.

The nest is rendered firm 
by a glue-like juice, which the little mason 
excretes after the completion of each layer, gliding
